Yaldok Paid, 3901 Seat Grace Street, Chicago, 
Illinois, advised do JtiM 17, IMS, that JEorlh Bala* ns 
the featured speaker at an affair sponsored by the Chicago 
Estonian VQtara&s of ferld War II held on Juno 10, 1963, at 
the linnlah Ccsmmlty Oentwr, 4319 North Lincoln Avenue ,

Tho progr a m xtao arranged by Serlk Luhaoaar lor 
the purpose of affording an opportunity for the Estonian 
eosacmitj in Chicago to rrlev the subjects aotien picture 
film cawawiag Bstcoia. Approximately 390 people ware in 
attendance and tickets were sold tar $2*00 each. The 
staler of oopoaoBiwc was Robert Lets, who introduced Heine 
as the writer and prod u cer of the fils. 

According to Paid, the files w 2$ hours in length 
and concerned the activities of Estonian partisan groups 
engaged in guerrilla warfare against the Soviets. Heine 

was based on his 

exploits in fiotemia. The file was completely anti-Soviet, 
as was Heine’s speech, which followed the shoeing of the 
notion picture. In his speech, Heine described his aaay 
escapes free the Soviets, his inprlnoameats, aid activitfcs 
on behalf of the Estonian partisans. 


Bee muse ouch of his story sounded almost too 
fantastic to believe, Said cdaaoatod, sobs of the questions 
naked of him 'core scccrahat harsh.

Bo explained his final 
release frost Soviet imprisonment as costing as a jrcsult of 
the efforts of German Chancellor Konrad Adenauer , who, in 
19343, arranged far release of many German prisoners held 
by the Suagjaas since World War II,

Paid stated that he asked Heine to ccouent on 
the alleged parachuting of Western ogenta into Estonia in 
1934, which action was supposedly an operation of CIA, 

Seine stated that he bad heard of this incident and stated 
that it did not succeed because several of the agents who 
bad been parachuted into Estonia got drunk and were captured 
by the Soviets. Paid stated he found this explanation bard 
to believe, in teat it would seen to bin that any En Ionian 
partisans selected for such a dangerous aaslpuaeat would not 
be the typo who would give themselves asay in such a stupid 
fashion. 


Paid stated that Heine was at tines overly 
dramatic and possibly insincere in his anti-Soviet remarks, 
particularly his statement that he was devoting his life to 
"killing as many Bueslasa ns I can. " 


Also during tee playing of the Estonian national 
Anthem, Bains made a great show of weeping os ho and the 
audience stood and sang. 


Paid stated it was his impression as well as of 
©any in the a ud ience, that Heine teas doing everything 
possible to ingratiate himself with local Estonians, 
particularly at the conclusion of the program when he was 
introduced to various people in the audience. 

Paid stated teat he hoard from some of those 
pressnt teat Bains reportedly was laughed at during tee preson 
tatic© of his film in Hew York City. 

Heine apparently had been in Chicago for throe 
ex four days prior to tee showing of the film as the 
guest of Buna Hanson of Evanston, Illinois, an Estonian 
who grow up with Heine in a village in Estonia. Hanson 
appeared to be a firm believer in Bolno's story of his 
exploits in Russia and in later discussions staunchly 
defended Heine when go&stions as to the believnblllty of his 
activities wore raised.
